LORD CARNARVON AND HEIRESS 
DISAGREE AND WEDDING IS OFF 


He Was to Have Married the Hon. 
Tanis Guinness Montagu in 
Baltimore. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 6.—The Earl 
of Carnarvon, son of the nobleman 
who opened the tomb of King Tut, 
and the Hon, Tanis Guinness-Mon- 
tagu, just weren’t at home to any- 
one today. 

They were to have been married 
in Baltimore yesterday, but the 
wedding did not take place. They 
raced‘back’ to New York. 

After~ attempts at reconciliation 
were reported to have failed, Lord 
Carnarvon booked passage on the 
liner Europa, scheduled to sail to- 
night for Europe. The marriage 
would have linked two of Europe’s 
wealthiest families. 

The Hon. Tanis inherited half the 
Guinness stout beverage millions, 
while Lord Carnarvon inherited 
$20,000,000 from his father. 

Lord Carnarvon succeeded to his 
title on the death of his fatHer in 
1923. As Baron Portchester he mar- 
ried Miss Catherine Wendell, daugh- 
ter of Jaccbh Wendell of New York, 
in 1922, They were divorced last 
April. 

The Hon. Tanis said: “The mar- 
riage is definitely off, by mutual 
consent.” 


WISCONSIN RECOVERY ACT 
UPSET IN FEDERAL COURT 


Enforcement of State Codes Also 

Enjoined on Petition of Painter 

and Cleaner. : 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., Nov. 6-—A 
three-Judge Federal Court today 
granted interlocutory injunctions, to 
a Milwaukee painting contractor 
and a Waukegan (Iill.) cleaning 
and dyeing firm against the en- 
forcement of the Wisconsin recov- 
ery act and the State codes for the 
painting and dry cleaning indus- 
tries. 

Suel O. Arnold, associated with 
John M. O’Brien as counsel for Ed- 
ward A. Weise, the painting con- 
tractor, said the Court’s rulings in 
effect declared the State recovery 
act and the codes to be unconsti- 
tutional. 

The decisions were given by Fed- 
eral Judge F. A. Geiger of Milwau- 
kee, Federal Circuit Judge William 
Sparks of Chicago, and Federal 
Judge John P. Barnes of Chicago. 
They were unanimous.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 6.—Presi- 


dent Roosevelt received an “up- 


roarious welcome today on his re- 
turn to the capital. Members of 
his Cabinet, other officials and 
thousands of Government workers, 
crowded into a festooned railroad 
station and along flag-draped Penn- 
sylvania avenue to cheer the chief 
executive. 

The hastily but effectively organ- 
ized celebration today presented 
sharp contrast to the usual reac- 
tion of Washington to the arrival of 
a presidential train. Usually a chief 
executive’s comings and goings 
draw scant attention. 

The music of 11 bands enlivened 
the welcome and sped the presi- 
to the White 


House after the Union Station 


greeting. 

All Right to Be Late to Work. 

Police were prepared for a crowd 
of 200,000 at the station and along 
the line of the “parade,” and high 
police officials estimated that well’ 
over 100,000 were on hand. Govern- 
ment workers were told that it was 
all right for them to be late to 
work. School children were re- 
leased. Stores delayed their usual 
early morning opening. 

As the presidential special rolled 
into the station, the Navy band 
swung into “Happy Days Are Here 
Again.” Other bands along the 
route later took up the tune. 

An overéast sky cleared shortly 
before the President’s arrival, and 
by the time his train. arrived at 
8:25 a. m., the sun was shining 
brightly, dispelling some ‘of the 
morning chill. 

The union station crowd sent up 
a cheer as the President opened a 
brief address with the familiar “My 
friends.” 

Smiling, and obviously still hap- 
py over his landslide election vic- 
tory, Mr. Roosevelt added: . 


“T formed the very goo@Mabit of 


coming to Washington when I was 
5 years old and I am giad that 
habit will not be broken during the 
next four years.” 

The roaring that sounded again 
when the chief executive referred 
to those in the crowded station 
plaza as “My old neighbors” and 
expressed thanks for a “wonderful 
greeting,” echoed in a flowing wave 
as the presidential motor cavalcade 
drove up gaily decorated Pennsyl- 
vania avenue. 

Street of Parades. 

A motorcycle escort of 20 police- 
men preceded the President’s car as 
it moved along the famous “Street 
of Parades.” Hat in hand, smiling 
broadly, Mr. Roosevelt nodded first 
to one side and then to the other 
to citizens lined four and five deep 
along the roped-off curbstones. 

After the President reached the 
White House and went inside the 
crowd: remainec cheering on the 
front lawn and kept it up so per- 
sistently that Mr. Roosevelt and 
his wife came out a second time. 
The President, walking on the arm 
of his elder son, James, strode up 
and down on the portico, waving 
and smiling to the throng. 

The President ended a five-day 
sojourn at his Dutchess County es- 
tate at Hyde Park last night and 
started by special train for Wash- 
ington. 'Townspeople waved good- 
by to him as he boarded his pri- 
vate car Pioneer. 

He had given a luncheon in the 
afternoon to Eugenio, Cardinal Pa- 
celli, Papal fecretary of State; 
Bishops Francis J. Spellman of Bos- 
ton and Stephen J. Donohue of New 
York; Enricc Galleazzi, secretary to 
the Cardinal; Joseph P. Kennedy 
and Frank C. Walker, former Néw 
Deal officials, and the wives of the 
latter two. 

The President told the cheering 
send-off crowd at Hyde Park he 
was zoing back to Washington “to

William Rolf Gives Up in 
Killing of G. J. Appleton 
—‘‘Hiding in Fear of 
Life.” 


VICTIM REPORTED 
HIRED FOR BOMBING 


Police Informed He Was 
Shot to Death to Prevent 
His Telling Employer's 
Name. 


With the surrender at Clayton to- 
day of William Rolf, a former con- 
vict sought for questioning in the 
murder of George J. Appleton, the 
Post-Dispatch learned that police 
have reecived information that Ap- 
pleton had been hired to bomb 
transmission towers of the Union 
Electric Light & Power Co. and 
had been killed to keep him from 
telling ‘who hired him. 

Officers of the Union LFiectric Co. 
have been at loss to explain the ef- 
forts to damage its transmission 
lines, and have stated they knew of 
no dispute which would suggest a 
motive. After the first bombing, in 
June, the company entered into a 
contract with a private detective 
agency for.protection of its trans- 
mission lines, and, as the bombings 
continued, the contract was  ex- 
tended. 

Rolf, who hag been employed oc- 


casionally by a strike breaking 


agency, as Appleton had been, was 
the last person known te have 
been with Appleton before he was 
killed. He declined té make any 
statement to reporters when he sur- 
rendered. His attorney; Sigmund 
Bass, who accompanied him to the 
Sheriff's office, said Rolf had indi- 
cated to him that he had been in 
hidirig since the murder because he 
fearéd for his life. County authori- 
ties hoped through questioning of 
Rolf to learn from him the basis for 
his fear. 

Circumstances of Killing. 

Three towers of the Union Elec- 
tric company supporting its wires 
from. Keokuk ‘to St. Louis had been 
bombed before last Oct. 26 when 
police, responding to a telephone 
message from an unidentified caller 
went to a field behind the Sacred 
Heart Cemetery near Florissant and 
there found Appleton shot to death 
at the base of one of the towers. 
Beside his left hand was an unex- 
ploded bomb, fashioned of eight 
sticks of dynamite. 

Appleton had not been known to 
police as a bomber, but as a petty 
thief who had served a prison term 
for burglary and robbery and a 
workhouse sentence for carrying 
a concealed weapon. It developed 
at the inquest into his death that 
no matches with which he might 
have lit the fuse of the bomb were 
found in his clothing. 

There were no marks of a strug- 
gle at the scene, leading police to 
believe either that Appleton had 
been shot by someone whom he 
trusted, or by someone who sur- 
prised him. Four bullets entered 
the right side of hi8 head. 


~ Seen Together in Saloon. 


Rolf and Appleten were last seen 
together in a North St. Louis saloon 
on the evening of Friday, Oct. 23. 
Appleton was found dead about 2:30 
a, m. on the morning of the follow- 
ing Monday. Apparently he had 
been killed about 10 p. m, Sunday. 

A woman friend of Rolf, also an 
acquaintance of Appleton, was held 
for questioning for several days, 
but was released. 

Appleton’s widow, Mrs. Edra Mae 
Appleton, with whom he lived at 
3905A Kossuth avenue, said 
that Rolf, whom she knew only as 
“Bill,” occasionally called at her 
home and conferred secretly with 
Appleton. A scrap of paper bear- 
ing the number of a telephone at 
a rooming house where Rolf resid- 
ed was found by Mrs. Appleton in

registration of 26,000,000 workers 
for old age pensian accounts under 
the Social Security Act will begin 
Nov, 16. 

Making thé announcement today, 


| the Security Board said 45,000 post- 


offices would distribute to employ- 
ers on that date a form known as 
the “Employer's Application for 
Identification Number.” 

Each employer will be asked how 
many are in his employ and the em- 
ployes in turn will begin receiving 
blanks labeled “Application for So- 
cial Security Account Number” on 
Nov, 24. 

Each employe will receive a card, 
with a warning printed thereon to 


preserve it because “it shows the 
account number used in keeping 
records of your social security ben- 
efit rights under Federal and State 
laws.” 

The board urged both employers 
and employes, as well as the pub- 
lic, to refrain from making inquiries 
either at the board or postoffices 
concerning their respective parts in 
the plan until after receipt of the 
official forms and instructions. Aft- 
er that, it was said, postal authori- 
ties and board representatives will 
be available to render all assistance 
necessary. 

The board said the employes’ form 
asks only such questions as name 
and address of the applicant and 
his employer, date and place of 
birth and parents’ names. When 
the worker has filled it out, he may 
return it without paying postage 
in any one of five ways: By hand- 
ing it back to the employer, by 
handing to y labor organization 
of which he is a member, to a letter 
carrier or delivering it to the post- 
office, or addressing it to “Post- 
master, Local.”

BiG STEEL COMPANIES

Bethlehem and Columbia Grant

NEW YORK, Nov. 6.—Wage in- 
creases averaging about 10 per cent 
were announced today by Bethle- 
hem Steel Corporation and the Co- 
lumbia Steel Co., Pacific Coast sub- 
sidiary of the United States Steel 
Corporation. 

In Pittsburgh, the Carnegie-Illi- 
nois Steel Corporation announced 
an increase of 5% cents an hour 
in the basic daily pay for its plants 
im nearby KcKeesport and at Home- 
stead, Pa., and Mingo Junction, O. 
About 17,000 employes are affected. 
The basic rate for unskilled labor 
is to be increased from 47 to 52% 
cents an hour with automatic ad- 
justment ‘upward or downward 
with changes in the cost of living. 

Similar announcements from oth- 
er units were expected. 

Bethlehem said the base labor 
rate would be increased .5% cents 
an hour, “with equitable adjust- 
ments in other rates of pay.” 

Bethlehem said its action was 
“responsive to requests of employes’ 
representatives. and discussions 
which have .taken place between 
them the management over the 
past several weeks.” 

Columbia’s boost, operative for 
one year, was described as intend- 
ed to compensate workers for an 
expected rise in the cost of living.

ILLESCAS, Spain, Nov. 4 (De- 
layed)—-Getafe, the’ airport of loy- 
alist Madrid, fell today before the 
red-fezzed Morrocans and the Le- 
gionnaires of the rebel army of 
Gen. Jose Varela, bringing the in- 
surgents to a point within eight 
and a half miles of the capital's 
Puerta del Sol. The fighting went 
on stubbornly as usual, but the 
rebel guns, which already have 
shelled Madrid, hit the Government 
trenches with precision and the 
planes bombed them, shaking the 
Leftists’ morale. 

While gasoline tanks at Getafe’s 


abandoned airport exploded under 
hits from artillery fire and black- 
ened the sky with smoke, Col. Heni 
Tella’s column on the right and 
Col. Barron’s column on the left 
charged the loyalist trenches, They 
crossed the stubble fields and en- 
tered the town together. 

Two Russian tanks—almost obso- 
lete machines, one with a small 
cannon and the other with a ma- 
chine gun—were smashed in the 
battle, the first by a direct artil- 
lery hit and the second by hand 
grenades and an anti-tank gun. The 
Fascists have said that 13 such 
tanks have been captured or dis- 
abled, but I have not seen them. 

The rebels shot down a Govern- 
merit bombing plane, a two-motored 
low-wing duralumin craft of the 
type which fell recently near Tala- 
vera de la Reina with Russian fac- 
tory tags. However, the Fascists 
lost three pursuit planes, which 
plunged on another Madrid bomber, 
unaware that five loyalist fighters 
were in the sky above. The rebel 
planes came down behind their own 
lines, with one pilot dead, the others 
wounded and all the craft wrecked. 

The Doom of Madrid. 

The people of Madrid must have 
seen their doom written in the 
skies. by the black smoke clouds 
over Getafe, no less than in the 
explosion of 155 aerial bombs in the 
capital Monday. Exploding. shells 
and bombs were in sight, as well as 
in hearing distance, of Madrid to- 
day. 

Leaving the artillery battery on 
the hill pounding away at Getafe, I 
climbed into an officer’s automobile 
in the road and tuned in on Madrid. 
No frantic bulletins, but the strains

MADRID. Nov. 6.—Loyalist 
men and women pushed back «a 
Fascist thrust from suburban 


Carabanchel this afternoon while 
insurgent shells fell on the edge 
of the ¢apital, Insurgent reports 
of a revolt in the streets of Ma- 
drid were denied. 

Fascist troops penetrated the 
Madrid side of Carabanchel, four 
miles to the south, in fighting 
early in the day. This afternoon, 
however, they were reported te 
have retired under a heavy Gove 
ernment bombardmen: and coun- 
ter-offensive. 


A survey during the day indi- 
cated the center of Madrid, up te 
3:45 p. m., was unmarred by in- 
surgent shelifire, although the 
outskirts again were being hit by 
Fascist shells. 


Attack by Rebel] Planes, 


Five enemy fighting planes, 
bearing the marks of Government 
patrol craft, swooped low over 
Castellana Boulevard during the 
morning, their machine guns fir- 
ing at columns of militia drilling 
on the highway near the hippo- 
drome. The recruits threw them- 
selves to the ground and only *@ 
few were wounded. 

Few siren warnings were 
sounded during the day, perhaps 
because of the continuous pres- 
ence in the air of Government 
planes. 

The Government said two more 
insurgent warplanes had been 
shot down in the Alacala de 


Henares and Leganes sectors 
during the morning. 
An artillery fight west and 


south of the city shook Madrid 
buildings and shattered windows. 
The crash of shells was heard 


throughout the capital as Govern- 
ment troops holding frontline 
trenches a mile and a half west of 
Cuatro Vientos Airport and insur- 
gents entrenched at Alcorcorn ham- 
mered away at each other with 
heavy cannon. 

Government authorities said the 
counter-offensive had produced 
marked results. 


Women March to War. 
Madrid women marched out to 
join the fighting, advancing shoul- 
der-to-shoulder with their menfolk 
in an attempt to stop the rebels 
storming the gates of the capital, 
By the hundreds, young women and 
housewives picked up rifles and an- 
swered the Government's appeal for 
aid. Workmen in overalls also 
joined the exodus to the front. 
Authorities exhorted all able 
bodied persons to organize for the 
defense. They said the enroliment 
of ‘women and ‘workmen was the 
only way to save Madrid.

~ DEADLOCKED IN 


TS SECOND WEEK 


Both Sides Express -Opin- 
ion Intervention by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt Will Be 
Necessary. 


MEDIATOR RETURNS 
TO WASHINGTON 


Ship With Food Supplies 
Leaves Alaska Without 
Unloading—Prices Soar- 
ing in Honolulu.

SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 6.—The 
general maritime strike entered its 
second week today with no sign of 
settlement. Assistant Labor Secre- 
tary Edward F. McGrady, unable 
to make peace between ship own- 
ers and 37,000 striking union work- 
ers, booked airline passage to re 
turn to Washington. 

The strike tied up 150 vessels in 
West Coast ports, while sympathy 
walkouts affected slipping in major 
harbors of the Atlantic and Gulf 
areas. 

Spokesmen for both sides said 
they believed intervention by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt was necessary.. Mc- 
Grady denied. he would seek such 
intervention, but it was said in 
Washington that Secretary of La- 
bor Perkins might report on the 
strike at the regular Cabinet ses- 
sion today. McGrady indicated he 
would returr to San Francisco 
whenever it appeared he could ac- 
complish anything toward ending 
the strike. 

Alaskans, searing a food sgshort- 
age, were reported to be sending 
telegrams to President Roosevelt 
asking for aid. The steamer North- 
land, with 200 tons of food supplies 
aboard, sailed from Juneau for 
Seattle after efforts to unload it 
were unsuccessful. The joint strike 
committee at Seattle last night in- 
structed tne vessel's crew not to 
allow the cargo to be unloaded by 
longshoremen. 


Fruit and vegetable prices were 
soaring in Honolulu, where several 
hundred travelers were marooned. 
Lemons jumped from $5.60 per case 
wholesale to $7, celery from $3.25 
to $9.80, lettuce from 5 to 25 cents 
per head and tomatoes from 15 
cents to 30 cents per pound.

An Air Ministry bulletin also said 
Government planes had destroyed 
a Fascist armored train taking sup- 
plies to Fuenlabrada, eight and a 
half miles south of Madrid, and 
bombed enemy concentrations be- 
tween Navalcarnero and Mostoles, 
near Pinto, Humanes de Madrid 
and Villa Viciosa and artillery bar- 
racks at Getafe. 

No .figures were given for yes- 
terday’s Fascist bombing of Ma- 
drid suburbs, but it was thought 
that reports that’ 2000 had Ween 
killed set the figure far too high. 

Women and Children Killed.

Fascists Make Advance Two Miles 
East of Getafe.

GETAFE, Spain, Nov. 6.—In an 
attack with bayonets and hand 
grenades, Fascist troops today cap- 
tured El Cerro de los Angeles (the 
Hill of the Angels), two miles east 
of Getafe. 

The insurgents drove the Govern- 
ment militiamen from their 
trenches, killing an undetermined 
number and capturing many pris- 
oners. 

Seven airplanes, one a bomber 
and the rest pursuit ships, ven- 
tured forth early yesterday from 
the Government lines. Struck swift- 
ly from all sides by Fascist planes, 
they fell to earth in flames one 
after another. 

The streets of Getafe are littered 
with the refuse of war. Getafe’s 
once beautiful airport has been 
pockmarked with shell and bomb 
craters and the airplane hangars 
are damaged. 


Lisbon Reports Say Madrid Forces 
Are Fighting Each Other.

LISBON, Portugal, Nov. 6.—Un- 
confirmed reports reaching the 
Portuguese frontier today said civil 
guards and assault troops had re- 
volted and were fighting with mili- 
tiamen in the streets of Madrid. 

The reports said the revolt start- 
ed in the Casa de Campo district 
and spread through the principal 
streets of the capital.

AF. L. WANTS FIRMS 
T0 BEAR PAYROLL TAX 


Leaders to Submit Proposal to 
Convention and Expect It 
to Be Approved. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 6.—Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor leaders 
said yesterday that they expected 
to ask the next Congress to shift 
the entire social security pay roll 
tax to employers. They said they 
would submit their proposal to the 
federation’s annual convention in 
Tampa, Fia., this month. They ex- 
pect the convention to ratify it 
unanimously. 


During the final weeks of the po- 
litical campaign, much Republican 
speech-making was centered on the 
Social Security Act. Gov. Alf M. 
Landon, in his St. Louis spéech, 
Oct. 31, said the act would place “a 
tax burden” on employes “through- 
out their working lives.” Speaking 
in Gary, Ind., the previous day, Col. 
Frank Knox, vice-presidential can- 
didate, said one working man’s re- 
action to the act, when it was ex- 
plained, was: “There goes my raise.” 

The federation tried, when the 
act was considered in Congress, to 
have the employer pay the entire 
tax. William Green, federation pres- 
ident, maintained that the present 
system constituted double taxation. 
The worker, as a consumer, would 
pay the employers’ share because 
prices would be advanced to cover 
the tax, he said. 

Cost of the old age pension plan 
could be shifted in two ways. One 
would be by assessing the entire 
payroll tax against employers. An- 
other would be to pay the cost out 
of income taxes on individuals or 
corporations, or both. The latter 
method was discussed when the law 
was passed. It will be pushed 
again if Congress takes up revision 
of the law.

State Health Board Has 
Agreed, Attorney-General 
Says After Conference— 
Members to See Park.

State Board of Health has agreed 
to a demand by Attorney-General 
McKittrick that the management of 
Federal funds allotted to Missouri 
for public health and child welfare 
work be removed from the hands 
of Dr. E. T. McGaugh, secretary 
of the board and State Health Com- 
missioner, and placed under con- 
trol of some other person. Mc- 
Kittrick announced this last night, 
after a conference here with board 
members. 

The conference was requested by 
McKittrick in connection with his 
investigation of the handling of the 
funds. The Attorney-General’s in- 
quiry has been augmented by two 
Federal audits by agents of Federal 
departments providing the funds. 
Both Federal audits are in progress. 
Board members referred inquiries 
concerning the conference, which 
was an executive session, to Mc- 
Kittrick. The latter said the board 
members, after agreeing to the pro- 
posed change, indicated they de- 
sired to consult with Gov. Park be- 
fore designating someone to handle 
the funds. 

The funds amount to about $300,- 
000 a year. 

Danger of Losing Grants. 
McKittrick said he told the board 
that the Federal funds to the State 
might be withheld, due to criticism 
of the methods of handling the 
funds, unless a change was made. 

The Attorney-General said that 
immediately after the agreement 
was reached, he and the Federal 
auditors authorized the payment of 
salaries for October to employes of 
the Board of Health, who are com- 
pensated from the Federal funds. 
These salaries had been held up, 
since further disbursements of the 
Federal funds were suspended 
three weeks ago, at McKittrick’s 
order. 

Dismissal letters which had been 
prepared by Dr. McGaugh, based on 
funds not being available, were 
withdrawn, McKittrick said. In this 
connection McKittrick said he told 
the board Dr. McGaugh did not 
have atithority himself to hire and 
discharge employes for these Fed- 
éral fund health activities, but that 
these matters were under the con- 
trol of the board. 

McKittrick said he reviewed for 
the board, in a two-hour session, 
the matters already disclosed in 
the course of the inquiry. He said 
he told the board about alleged 
improper handling of some of the 
payroll checks; payment of flat 
monthly allowances to certain em- 
ployes for travel expense, in alleged 
violation of State laws; alleged im- 
proper bookkeeping methods and 
lack of supporting vouchers for 
some cof the accounts, and handling 
of part of the funds by Dr. Mc- 
Gaugh through his personal check- 
ing account, a practice that was 
discontinued two or three months 
ago after a Federal protest. 

Touches on Pocketed Fees. 

The disposition of between $2400 
and $2700 in vital statistics fees 
paid annually by the Federal Bu- 


reau of the Census, for vital sta- 
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Dr. McGaugh has stated, as told 
by the Post-Dispatch, that he kept 
these fees personally, since he be- 
came Health Commissioner in 1933,

Cross-Examination. 


On cross-examination, the prose- 
cution made light of the idea that 
aman would make so many suicide 
attempts without succeeding.

She and 
her sister have had Government 
jobs in Washington for a year, and 
returned for the trial. 


The first witness today, and the 
second for the defense, Dr, F. B. 
Farrington, county physician, testi- 
fied he was called to treat Doneghy 
Dec. 10, 1933, and was told the 
salesman had tried to kill himself 
three times that day. 

“I thought he was crazy,” the phy- 
sician said. “I gave him a hypo- 
dermic.” 

There followed procession of wit- 
nesses, acquaintances of the de- 
fendants, who all testified they be- 
lieved Doneghy was insane. 

The State tried to establish that 
Doneghy had been drinking several 
days before and that his symptoms 
were nothing more than “jitters,” 
but the physician said he detected 
no evidence of drinking. Doneghy 
probably will take the stand to- 
night or tomorrow.

A Coroner’s verdict of accident 
was returned today in the death of 
four men in a fire which swept 
through the hoisting elevator of the 


Fred Schmitt Material Co., at 650 
Rosedale avenue, yesterday morn- 


fifth floor about 90 feet above the 
ground. 

Employes of the company who 
were witnesses at the inquest were 
unanimous in the opinion, that the 
fire, which originated in a testing 
laboratory on the third floor, was 
cuased by a gasoline stove there 
which was used to remove moisture 
from sand, gravel and other ma- 
terials for testing purposes. 

One of the bodies, burned beyond 
casual recognition, was found 
shortly before noon, a few minutes 
after firemen had extinguished the 
blaze, which broke out about 9.40. 
The other three men were found at 
3 p. m. in a tangle of debris on the 
fifth floor level. They lay in a 
sand hopper in which apparently 
they had taken refuge, covering 
themselves with sand in an effort 
to protect themselves from the 
flames.

Flames Spread Rapidly. 

Robert Endres, 7912 Minnesota 
avenue, one of the workmen, told 
a Post-Dispatch reporter he saw 
flames in the testing laboratory, a 
few minutes after the four men 
had gone up into the adjoining 
wing, constructed like a grain ele- 
vator. 

“We ran down to the second floor 
and got @ small hose,” he said, “but 
the pressure wasn’t strong enough 
for it to do any good. The fire 
spread rapidly and we had to climb 
down a ladder to escape because 
we couldn’t make it to the stairs.” 

As the flames swept up a wooden 
stairway into the elevator shaft, an 
employe of the company sent in a 
fire alarm. Before firemen arrived, 
however, the’ fire had worked up 
into the building, the top two 
stories of which were of wood con- 
struction and the structure, used 
to store sand and other materials, 
was a blazing furnace. 

The four men trapped in the 
structure appeared at a window on 
the fifth floor level and shouted for 
someone to send up the lift, a 
bucket-like af used to carry 
material to the top of the tower. 
George Dell, 7748 Ahern avenue, 
University City, ran up the lift, but 
from the top one of the men, ob-

Mrs. Emma Stoggins, 
the proprietor, ‘told police she 
opened the shop Oct. 15, and knew 
no reason for the attack. 

At the Rite-Way Cleaning Co., 
3748 California avenue, a quart jar, 
filled with fluid, which apparently 
was thrown from an automobile at 
11:30 o’clock, struck between two 
windows, breaking both panes of 
glass. Neighbors said they heard

William Arly Head, 50-year-old 
apartment house janitor, took the 
witness stand at his trial at 
ton today and denied that he 
bombed the Mid-West Laundries, 
Inc., on the night of last March 9. 

The State finished presentation 
of its evidence during the forenoon, 
and the defendant then took the 
stand, 

Head repudiated a confession 
he made to University City police 
March 30, charging that St. Louis 
policemen beat, kicked and cut him 
on several occasions béfore he 
signed the statement. 

The defendant told the jury he 
had never been arrested before he 
was taken into custody in this 
case. The night of the bombing’ he 
had several drinks with a Negro 
ash hauler, who lived at 940 Hodia- 
mont avenue, and was talking with 
the watchman atthe Wabash Rail- 


vard when he heard the explosion, 
he testified. He added that the 
crossing ‘watchman has since died. 
He went to the scene of the bomb- 
ing, was picked up by police and 
later was taken to a police sta- 
tion, where Douglas Chappel, a for- 
mer convict,“whom he had named 
to the officers, was held. 

Says He Had Been Drinking. 

“I told them I knew Chappel, but 
I didn’t know what else I said be- 
cause I had been drinking,” Head 
explained. “Next day policemen 
came to my home and told me I 
had identified Chappel in the 
bombing. I said that was a mis- 
take, that I didn’t remember ac- 
cusing Chappel. They told me I 
had better stick to my story.” 

Head: then retold the account he 
gave the court yesterday, that St. 
Louis policemen knocked him down 
in the University City police sta- 
tion, kicked him and threatened 
him with a revolver. He did not 
attempt to name or otherwise iden- 
tify the individual assailants. 

During cross-examination of 
Head, Assistant Prosecuting Attor- 
ney John A. McNatt read into the 
record a transcript of the testi- 
mony the defend gave last 
March 13, which resflted in the in- 
dictment of Chappel, later dis- 
missed, This testimony was incon- 
sistent with Head’s statement on 
direct examination that he did not 
know what he had told police 


drinking. 
The closing witness for the State 
was Detective Sergt. John Morrison, 
of the St. Louis Police Department 
bombing squad, who said he was 
present at the questioning of the 
defendant. Morrison said Head 
made voluntary admissions, and 
was not beaten. 
Chappel, who served a term in 
the penitentiary for automobile 
theft, testified that he was charged 
in a warrant with bombing the 
laundry: He said police “tried to 
get me to admit it,” but added that 
he was not mistreated.

' Ruling on Confession. 

Circuit Judge John A. Witthaus 
ruled that the confession was com- 
petent evidence, and it was intro- 
duced and read to the jury. The 
Court’s ruling followed an inspec- 
tion yesterday of a photograph of 
the defendant, taken when he 
was placed in jail at Clayton, 
which failed to show facial injuries 
described by Head and other wit- 
nesses.

Head then told Judge Witthaus that 
“they wanted me to confess that I 
bombed the Mid-West place and an- 
other job on Taylor avenue,” the de- 
fendant stated. “I signed the state- 
ment to escape their beatings.” 

August Reinke, jailer at the St. 
Louis County Jail, testified that 
several days after Head was trans- 
ferred from University City he com- 
plained of bruises on the shoulders 
and hips. <A physician examined 
the prisoner, Reinke said. 

Statement of Police. 

In the confession, which he repu- 

diated, Head said he bombed the 


laundry after: reading an offer by 
associated laundry owners of a 
$1000 reward for the arrest and con- 
victions of a laundry bomber. He 
made the bomb vf powder and shot- 
gun shells and the hollow handle 
of a cooking utensil and placed it 
against the wall of the laundry ga- 
rage, 6220 Cabanne avenue, accord- 
ing to his sigmed statement. Pre- 
viously he had reported to police 
that he had been passing the place 
when the explosion occurred and 
had seen Chappel running away. 

Head is being tried under a stat- 
ute providing punishment from two 
years imprisonment to death where 
any person has been endangered by 
bombing. Charles Spivey, Negro 
night watchman, was in the laundry 
but was not hurt. Assistant Prose- 
cuting Attorney McNatt said he 
would not request the death pen- 
alty. 

Damage, from the explosion was 
estimated at $1500. The laundry 
building is on the city limits line, 
part of it in University City and 
the remainder in St. Louis.

STATIONS UNDER WAY 


Being Built With PWA Allot- 
ment Supplemented by Funds 
From, Bond Issue, 


Four new police stations are un- 
der construction and plans are be- 
ing completed for a fifth at Nine- 
teenth and Penfose streets. Thirty 
per cent of the money for the new 
buildings is being supplied by PWA 
funds, the remainder coming from 
an item of $700,000 in the 1934 bond 
issue. 

All four of the stations under 
construction are single-story build- 
ings of modern ‘design. Their ex- 
teriors are of yellow brick with 
terra cotta coping. Each is oil- 
heated and each contains a ga- 
rage. 

"The Deer Street Station, the 
present Tenth District at Deer 
street and Haston avenue, will be 
ready for occupancy in 10 days or 
two weeks. The detective bureau 
will be finished within three days. 
The old red brick building in front 
of it will be torn down and a lawn 
will be planted and a driveway con- 
structed on its site. The new build- 
ing will cost $112,280. 

Special Pistol Range. 

As in the other buildings, the 
basement will house the assembly 
reom, showers, boiler room and 
pistol range. The walls and ceiling 
of the range will be insulated and 
lined with steel. The curved steel 
wall behind the cardboard targets 
is designed to catch bullets, caus- 
ing them to roll down into a basin. 
The lead is then recovered. 

Just inside the main entrance on 
the first floor is a large lobby with 
terrazzo floor. The corridors are 
lined with marble. The desk ser- 
geant’s office, captain’s room, eight 
cells, detective bureau, shadow box 
and the reserve officers’ room are 
all on the main floor. 

Within a month the new Mounted 
District Station on Hampton ave- 
nue, just north of Reber place, will 
be ready for occupancy. The old 
Mounted Station in Forest Park 
will be deeded back to the city. The 
new station includes a warehouse 
where building materials for the 
entire police department will be 
stored. There will be no stable, 
since all horses are now used down- 
town and are kept at 1125 Clark 
avenue. 

The new Mounted District ex- 
tends 132 feet along Hampton ave- 
nue. The main building is 81 feet 
deep and the garage extends back 
68 feet. Cost of the building was 
$116,000. Because the neighborhood 
is relatively quiet, only six cells are 
required for that district and no 
holdover. 

The Ninth District Station at 
3031 Lucas avenue will replace the 
present Eighth Digtrict Station at 
2801 Laclede avenue andthe Ninth 
at 2600 Dayton street. Construction 
began June 2, and is expected to 
be finished by Feb. 1. Cost of the 
building is $140,000. Nine cells and 


'@ holdover are included in the 


plans. 

Excavation work for the new 
Third District Station on the north- 
west corner of Twelfth boulevard 
and Lynch street has been complei- 
ed. Two old beer cellars used by 
the Obert brewery were uncovered 
by steamshovels. They will not be 
destroyed. Piers will be driven 
through them to solid rock and 
the garage will be built over the 
cellars. 

The new building will replace 
both the present Third District Sta- 
tion at 714 Lafayette avenue and 
the Second District Station at 3126 
South Ninth street. Construction 
of two of the new police stations 
has also meant the merger of two 
districts in each case. 

The new Fifth District Station at 
Nineteenth and Penrose streets will 
replace the outmoded station at 
2322 North Tenth street.

JUSTIFIABLE HOMICIDE FINDING

A verdict of justifiable homicide 
was returned by an East St. Louis 
Coroner’s jury yesterday after an 
inquest into the death of William 
I, Eltringham, proprietor of a mov- 
ing company, killed by his wife, 
Minnie,.in their flat at 1500A Mis- 
souri avenue last Saturday. The 
jury decided Mrs, Eltringham had 
shot Her husband in self-defense. 
Mrs. Eltringham, a Republican 
election clerk, testified her husband 
drank excessively and often beat 
her. She said he came home late 
on the night of the shooting, drunk, 
and hit her in the presence of their 
two small adopted children. One of 
the children, Nancy Lee, 6 years old, 
testified, “Daddy beat mother five 
times.” Two neighbors said they 
had seen Eltringham strike his wife 
on several occasions. George F. 
Halterman, a bookkeeper who was 
employed by the husband, testified 
Mrs. Eltringham had _ threatened 
several times to kill her husband. 
When the jury announced’ the 
verdict, Mrs. Eltringham cried out, 
“I want to shake the hand of every- 
one who turned me loose to go back 
to my babies,” and then fainted.

TD VISIT CANAD 


No British Ruler Ever Has 
Done So—Possibility of 
Stop in U. S. 


FATHER POINT, Quebec, Nav. 6. 
~—Prime Minister Mackenzie King, 
returning from England, said today 
King Edward VIII intended to visit 
Canada after his coronation next 


May. Officials recalled that Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, speaking at Quebec 
last August, invited King Edward 
to visit the United States. 

Premier King said the King in- 
tended to visit Canada “as soon as 
possible” after his trip to India for 
coronation as Emperor of India. 

He said King Edward, owner of 
the “Ep” ranch in Alberta, looked 
forward to the trip with high en- 
thusiasm. 


No British King ever has set foot 
on North America, although Ed- 
ward visited this continent four 
times before his accession to the 
throne. He visited the United States 
in 1919 and 1924. His father, King 
George V, also visited Canada be- 
fore he succeeded to the throne. 

Last July court circles hinted 
King Edward was eager to revisit 


‘ his Alberta ranch and thought it 


likely, in the event he made such 
a trip, he would stop with friends 
on Long Island and pay a courtesy 
call to President Roosevelt. 

New York welcomed the Prince 
of Wales in 1919 with showers of 
ticker tape, cheers and miles of 
draped flags. It was on that trip 
that he bought the ranch in the 
foothills of the Canadian. Rockies, 
which led him to make three sub- 
sequent visits to Canada. In 1924, 
he visited President Coolidge at the 
White House. :

SAYS TRANSPORTATION 
SETUPS NEFF 


President Moulton, Brookings 
Institution, Thinks Excessive 
Facilities Impede Progress. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 6.—Harold G. 
Moulton, president of the Brookings 
Institution, said last night that the 
transporttion industry “is not per- 
forming its service effectively and 
is tending to impede rather than 
promote rapid economic progress.” 
This situation, he said in an ad- 
dress, has resulted from “confused 
and unco-ordinated policies” lead- 
ing to creation of “excessive trans- 
portation facilities.” 

The institution which Moulton 
heads is a privately endowed re- 
search organization. 

Speaking before a joint dinner of 

Association of American Reail- 
roads and the Railway Business As- 
sociation, Moulton said an effort 
should be made to solve transporta- 
tion problems under a system of 
private ownership and operation. 

He said there did not appear to be 
any good reason for believing Gov- 
ernment ownership and operation

Says Webster’s Makes Nine 
Mathematical and Two Bios» 
graphical Mistakes. 


By Associated Press. 
NEW TORK. Nov. 6.—Nine math- 


ematical and two biographical ér- 
rors in Webster's New International 
Dictionary are reported in Sciente, 
official journal of American scien- 
tists, by G. A. Miller of the Univeér- 
sity of Illinois. 

“Twenty-five years elapsed,” Mil- 
ler writes, “between publication of 
Webster's ‘New International Dic- 
tionary’ and the extensively revised 
Second Edition (1934), and it may? 
be assumed that this second edition 


will be used in practically its prés- 
ent form for many years. 

“Therefore, it may be of interest 
to mathematical students to note 
here a sufficient variety of definite 
errors which apear therein to in- 
spire the desirable caution which is 
too often lacking in use of stand- 
ard works of reference.” 

The nine mathematical errors, 
Miller says, are in the definitions of 
the terms spherical excess, primi- 
tive group, dicyicie group, dihedral 
group, binomial theorem, metacyc- 
lic, transitive group, permutable and 
group of an equation. 

“In the biographica! section,” Mil- 
ler adds, “the Hindu mathematician 
Aryabhata is said to be the ‘earli- 
est known algebraist’, and to have 
flourished in the Fifth Century, 
while Diophantus of Alexandria is 
called a ‘Greek algebraist’' who 
flourished in the Third Century. It 
is obviously impossible that both 
these statements are correct. 

“The well known Norwegian math- 
ematician Sophus Lie is here said 
to have died in 1870, when he was 
only 28 years old. As a matter of 
fact, most of his extensive works 
were published after this date and 


he died in 1899 at the age of 56. 


“One looks in vain in this section 
for the name of the most noted 
French mathematicians, BE. Galois 
(1811-1832), whose fame has gradu- 
ally increased since the time of his 
early death and has far outstripped 
that of many others whose names 
appear here.”

Frank Carter were hiding, Draper 
related. The men tied the engineer 
and his assistant, obtained keys 
to the power sub-station and opened 
all the switches. They also cut 
all telephone lines they could reach, 
Draper said, and cut off power to 
the prison cotton mill and other 
buildings. 

Draper said convicts in the cotton 
mill broke up machinery with 
hammers in the darkness but made 
no effort to join in the escape. 

The escape was the fourth in 
Alabama's prison system in recent 
weeks. . The Sfirst three were at 
Speigner prison, in. Elmore County, 
where one convict escaped during 
the excitement of a baseball game, 
and two others—trusties—drove off 
in a guard’s automobile. The fourth 
break occurred when eight’ men 
dug through the floors of their cells 
and escaped. The eight men were 
recaptured, but the participants in 
the other escapes are still at large.

TELEVISION NOW DAILY 
SERVICE IN ENGLAND 


Only Few Receiving Sets, How- 
ever, Mostly for Demonstrat- 
tion Purposes. 
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By the Associated Press, 

LONDON, Nov. 6.—British tele- 
vision, now officially in the experi- 
mental stage, became a regular 
service this month. 

Daily broadcasts of pictures with 
sound for experimental purposes 
were started Oct. 1 by the British 
Broadcasting corporation from 
Alexandra palace on a hill north 


of London. 

Officials-declared the daily two- 
hour programs were designed for 
manufacturers and others desiring 
to demonstrate receiving sets, the 


theory being that so few sets were 
in private hands that longer broad- 
casts were needless. 

Two systems are being used, 
Baird Television, Ltd., and Marconi- 
E.-M, I. Television Co., Ltd. Hach 
has a separate station in the palace 
under the supervision of the BBC 
which has been quite strict in ob- 
serving a neutrality of preference. 

The dual system was established 
by the television committee named 
in the House of Commons in May 
of 1934 with Lord Selsdon as chair- 
man. | ‘ c 

The idea of dual broadcasting was : * 
to permit a free play of ideas lead- ; | Oo 
ing to a more rapid development of 
the art. As far back as 1929 BBC 
permitted the broadcast of low def- 
inition television, but there now has 
been established by the Selsdon 
committee a minimum definition of 
240 lines per picture with a mini- 
mum. frequency of 25 pictures per 
second.

AWARDING LIGHT CLEANING JOB 


Utilities Committee ef Aldermen 
Votes Favorably on Bill for 
Yearly Contract, 

A favorable report was voted by 
the Public Utilities Committee of 
the Board of Alde-men yesterday 
on a bill to authorize the Board of 
Public Service to award a contract 


for maintenance and cleansing of 
street and park lights. 

The last contract, with the Wels- 
bach Street Lighting Co. of Amer- 
ica at a cost of $325,000 annually, 
expired Aug. 31, 1934, and _ since 
then it has been extended informal- 
ly by 90-day periods. Led by Al- 
derman George-A. Byrne, some of 
the Aldermen wanted the city to 
undertake this work itself. They 
argued that the city could do the 
work just as well and probably at 
a saving. 

However, Director of Public Util- 
ities Edward E. Wall has reported 
that it would cost the city $107,000 
for an initia’ investment in equip- 
ment and $398,000 a year for the 
work.

“The dental profession is always 
‘cognizant of the intimate relation- 
ship between food and dental and 


oral health; in the case of milk 


and its products, the health of the 
citizens of the municipal area of 
St. Louis. must depend upon its 
cleanliness, purity and other qual- 
ities; for many years the milk sup- 
ply has not been universally safe- 
guarded under past and the pres- 
ent ordinances designed for the 


purpose. 

“It is the opinion of the dental 
profession that this situation should 
not be permitted to endure to the 
detriment of public and profession- 
al confidence. 

“The St. Louis Dental Society de- 
sires to go on record with the pub- 
lic as being in favor of and does 
urge that an ordinance for the per⸗ 
manent safeguarding of the milk 
supply of this municipal area be 
enacted. : 

“Such an ordinance shall be de- 
vised according to the standard 
milk ordinance recommended by 
the U. 8S. Public Health Service 
and which is already in force in 
more than 600 smaller municipali- 
Such a new ordinance shall 
contain in addition the same or 
higher standards suggested by the 
U.. 8. Public Health Service. It 
shall contain so-called grading and 
degrading clauses which will per- 
mit the consumer public to be 
aware of the quality of milk being 
consumed.” 


SAYS SCIENCE FAILS TO FACE 
PROBLEM OF HUMAN NEEDS 


Dr. Galdston Declares It * Needs 
“To Develop Concern With 
Man As Spiritual Being.” 

By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 6.—An attack 
on the “conceits of science” and a 
plea for science “to develop a con- 
cern with man as a spiritual be- 
ing’ was made to the American In- 
stitute Wednesday night by Dr. Iago 
Galdston, executive secretary of the 
New York Academy of Medicine. 

“Science,” he said, “has given 
mankind immense control over his 
environment and over the material 
world. But science has not only 
failed to solve the essential prob- 
lems of human relations but in- 
deed has compounded and aggra- 
vated them immensely. I go fur- 
ther and charge that science has 
dissipated, laid ruthless waste, if 
not maliciously, at least ignorantly, 
the cultural and moral heritage of 
mankind and has left it spiritually 
bankrupt.” 

Concerning the scientific prog- 
ress of medicine he said: “We have 
eliminated certain disease plagues, 
but in their stead we have created 
others—unemployment, monotonous 
work, crowded cities, nasty indus- 
trial towns, devitalized, synthetic 
foods, ‘ersatz’ (synthetic) nurture 
for the mind and _ spirit, speed, 
noise, dust, fumes, the mania of 
success; in a word, the most in- 
sane of insane worlds.”

SOLD 10 PAY RENT 


Investigator Reports- Appalling 
Conditions in Agricultural 
Districts, 


(From the Manchester Guardian.) 
SHANGHAI, August.—The wide- 
spread sale or pawning by impov- 
erished Chinese farmers, of women 


and children to landlords in pay- 
ment of oyerdue rent is de- 
scribed in a study of agra- 
rian problems in southernmost 
China by Mr. Chen Han-sheng, a 
member of the Research Commit- 
tee of the China Institute of Pacifico 
Relations, which has just been pub- 
lished here under the auspices of 
Lingnan University, Canton. 
“In Kwangtung Province,” Mr. 
Chen states, “the peasant runs to 
the bosom of the usurer, asking for 
a favor, helpless and naive.” He 
runs to him not only with his ag- 
ricultural products, implements and 
livestock as securities, but also 
with his daily necessities, such as 
clothing, furniture, and even the 
house in which he lives. Human 
beings also are pledged. 
“Throughout the province an im- 
mense number of domestic semi- 
slave girls as well as licensed and 
unlicensed prostitutes and a vast 
reserve of both, are simply helpless 
and miute victims on the altar of 
usury.

For 
collecting a rent amounting to 60 
cents the soldiers are rewarded with 
a payment of $6, which means that 
the luckless peasant must pay il 
times the original rent. Mr. Chen 
relates that in 1920 a tenant in 
Hwa-hsien sold his 9year-old son 
for $120; two years later he had to 
sell another, 5 years old, for $90; 
and again two years later he sold 
his 6-year-old daughter for $70. On 
each occasion the money was used 
to pay rent and debt. “So every 
year, early in the spring,” Mr. Chen 
points out, “the extortion of back 
rents calls forth a sale of children.” 
20,000 Disposed Of. 

Under these conditions, it is not 
surprising to learn that rural 
Kwang-tung has been systematicai- 
ly explcited as a reservoir of cheap 
labor. From such villages as Shun- 
teh, Pan-yu, Chuhgshan and 


Sin-shwei, Mr. Chen states, “near- 
ly 20,000 peasant girls have been 
taken to Hongkong and are now 
working as housemaids with the 
status of a ‘Mui Tsai.’ Other 
streams of peasant girls, bought 
and sold, move towards the cities 
of the province itself. In Swatow, 
the market price of a housemaid 
used to be $100 and that of a con- 
cubine about three times more; but

at the present time, with the in— 
creasing inability of the peasants 
to support their daughters, the av- 
erage price may be said to be from 
30 to 40 per cent lower. 

There was a time when military 
officers of the lower ranks made 
lavish purchases of peasant girls. 
Now the purchasing power of these 
circles, too, and of other urban 
classes is diminished; and a far 
greater number of peasant girls is 
pawned rather than sold outrigh*. 
The price obtained by pawning is, 
of course, much lower than that ob- 
tained by sale; but since the peas- 
ant father is often not in a posi- 
tion to redeem the pledge, pawning 
often simply represents a disguised 
form of selling at much less than 


the customary price.”

Missouri has met Cape Girardeau 
Teachers, Iowa State, Kansas 


State, Michigan State and Nebras- 
ka. St. Louis has battled with Mis- 
souri Mines, De Paul, Marquette, 
South Dakota, North Dakota and 
Wichita. There might be an edge 
there for the Tigers in their having 
met consistently stronger opposi- 
tion but, certainly, there is nothing 
“pushoverish” in De Paul, North 
Dakota and Marquette and Wichita 
went into its game with the Billi- 
kens a decided favorite. 

So much for the class of opposi- 
tion. Now, in five games, Mis- 
souri has scored 37 points to 40 
for the opposition. In six games, 
the Billikens have counted 74 points 
to 82 for their opponents. The Ti- 
gers have averaged one touchdown 
a game and have been scoreless in 
two games; the Billikens have av- 
eraged two touchdowns a game and 
have been blanked only once. Mis- 
souri has averaged 7.4 points a 
game and St. Louis 12.3 points a 
game. In the case of both, the op- 
position has averaged two touch- 
downs a game. 

Tigers Will Be Favorites, 

Now, don’t jump off the deep end 
because of these figures and im- 
mediately conclude that the Billi- 
kens should be logical favorites. 
They shouldn’t be and they won't 
be, for St. Louis is full of stories 
of the prowess of the Missouri line 
and the numerical strength and 
super-quality of the Tiger back- 
field. The Tigers will take the 
field favorites.

Yankee “Farm” Clubs Outdid 
Those of the Cardinals for 
First Time in 1936 Campaign

NEW YORK, Nov. 6.—A golf magazine estimates that 1,365,000 


played golf in 1936, with 861,000 


digging divots on private courses, 


203,000 on public fee layouts and 301,000 on municipal courses, a 


sizeable increase over a year ago. 


It estimates 68,194,632 rounds 


of golf were played during the year over the nation’s 5361 courses 
and that 91,962 dozen golf balls were sold with the 75 centers leading 


the cheaper ones by about 50 to 1. 


Seventy-five new courses costing 
$5,500,000, were added by the Works 
Progress Administration. 


For the first time since the chain 
store system began operations in 
baseball, the Yankee chain eclipsed 
the Cardinal chain in 36. The Car- 
dinal chain’s only winner was Co- 
lumbus, Ga., whereas the Yankee 
system produced two winners and 
play-off champions, three second 
place clubs, three third and one 
fourth. The prize Yankee chain 
gang was Norfolk, which walked off 
with honors and then whipped their 
nearest rivals in three straight play- 
off games. 


Frank M. Troeh of Portland, Ore., 
claims to be the clay target wizard 
to end play target wizards. Since 
the introduction of the game in 
1912, Troeh has an all-time regis- 
tered average of over 97 per cent on 
all his targets. He has won 17 
state trapshooting championships, 
six more than his closest rival. In 
the Oregon State in 1931 he broke 
200 out of 200.

Dr, Brock | of Kansas. City, 


Goes up Whatever the 
Weather. 


By the Associated Press. 
KANSAS CITY, Mo., Nov. 5.--On 
a foggy day here Nov. 16, 1929, Dr. 
John D. Brock climbed into the 
cockpit of his private plane to start 


—* most unusual record in avia- 
n, 

Daily since then, in foul weather 
or fair, Dr. Brock has taken his 
plane into the air for at least half 
an hour. 

Dr. Brock is rounding out his 
seventh year of daily flights. On 
Nov. 15 he will take his 2557th con- 
secutive air trip. 

Dr. Brock has been an aviation 
enthusiast since his first ride as a 
passenger in 1911. He was taught 
to fly in 1924’by the veteran “Tex” 
LaGorne, whose whimsical ambi- 
tion is to be the “oldest living pilot.” 
Perhaps that was why Brock from 
the beginning was cautious at the 
controls. 

In 1929 he started flying daily to 
prove his contention the weather 
Was never too bad for at least a 
short spin each day. 

Brock, who keeps a chart of each 
flight, estimated he was in the air 
425 hours and flew 50,000 miles the 
first year. He swelled the mileage 
in 1931 with a nation-wide air tour. 
On Oct. 1 of this year his log book 
showed 6125 flying hours—and 600,- 
000 air miles covered in 2513 flights. 

By now as much at home in the 
air as On the ground, Brock shaves 
with an electric razor while pilot- 
ing. He flies one of his thres 
planes regularly on long business 
and pleasure trips. To keep his 
daily flights from conflicting with 
fishing, his other hobby, he pur- 
chased a 2700-acre tract in~ the 
Ozark Mountains in 1934 and built 
his own airport,

MEXICO, D, F., Nov. 6—A new 
general strike threatens Mexico's 

oil industry, which is lafgely for- 
eign controlled. 

About 100 demands were sub- 
mitted by the oil syndicate to sev- 
eral leading producing companies 
in the form of a new blanket Jabor 
contract. These proposals proba- 
bly will be enacted into law by Con- 

governing hours, wages and 
working conditions in the entire in- 
dustry. 

Sources close to the management 
of one of the largest foreign com- 
panies said the demands were ab- 
gurd and that further operation 
would be impossible if any consid- 
erable proportion of them were 
granted. 

If the companies failed to reply 
satisfactorily within 15 days, indi- 
cating their willingness to enter ne- 
gotiations for an oil code on the 
basis of the syndicate’s proposals, 
union leaders threatened to call out 
16,000 workers. 

Details of the labor demands 
were not availabie, but. it was 
stated by a reliable source that 
they included one that apprentice 
oil field. workers be paid 120 pesos 
($33.33) daily and another that all 
gave two or four leading officers 
of each company be syndicate mem- 
bers. 

Among the important foreign oil 
companies operating in Mexico are 
the Aguilla (Royal Dutch Shell), 
Eluasteca (Standard of New Jer- 
sey), and Pierce. Ranking with 
them is Petroleos de Mexico, semi- 
official company formed to exploit 
Government-held leases. 

Present foreign investments. in 
Mexico's oil industry are estimated? 
to total almost $400,000,000, not in- 
cluding the value of leases, the 
status of many of which is uncer- 
tain due to legislation nationalizing 
oil deposits, 

Mexico's oil production in 1935 
amounted to a little more than 2 
per cent of the world output.

ACCORD EXPECTED TO REDUCE 
VOLUME OF GOLD MOVEMENTS 


Commerce Department Says Politi- 
eal and Financial Uncertain- 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 6. — The 
Commerce Department reported to- 
day that the monetary accord of 
the United States, Great Britain 
and France may be expected to re- 
sult in “a reduction in the volume 
of international gold movements.” 

In its survey of current business,

Of the aggregate imports, 
‘$12,170,974 came from Great Bri- 
tain and $3,730,456 from Canada. 
Silver imports for the same week

Married at Age of 15. 

The solicitor representing Mrs. 
Pauline Mae Clarke then spoke. 

“Mrs. Clarke was married at the 
age of 15 —* a man named Clarke,” 
he said. rting with the year 
1928, a child was born to them every 
year up to and including 1932. At 
that time they separated and Mrs. 
Clarke attempted to hav 
band divorce her. She sent him the 
money for that purpose, but the di- 
vorce was not obtained. 

“Subsequently she lived with a 
Mr. Harold H. Madilla, and had 
five children. I have no reason to 
question the legitimacy of her five 
first born children. There is, on 
the other hand, no argument that 
her last five babies were illegiti- 
mate.” 

The lawyer said that one of the 
children was born outside the city 
limits, but that all the others qual- 
ified under the terms of the will, 
being Toronto-born. After all the 
claims of the mothers had been 
heard, an Assistant Attorney-Gen- 
eral, C. R. Magone, arose and iden- 
tified himself as representing “the 
father of them all.” 

Justice Has His Joke. 

“Do you mean the Attorney-Gen- 
eral?” the twinkle-eyed Justice in- 
quired. 

“I mean the province of Ontario 
and the crown,” the lawyer replied. 
The Assistant Attorney-General 
asked that the hearing be post- 
poned until the return of his chief 
from London. 

“I do not think we should wait 
five weeks for the Attorney-Gen- 
eral,” the Justice said. “We'll go 
on with the hearing, but I shall 
leave it in such a manner that the 
Attorney-General can  interpose 
whenever it may appear he has a 
right to do so.” 

“The Attorney-General feels that 
this will was against public policy, 
and that therefore it may be invali- 
dated,” his assistant said. “In such 
a case there is likelihood that the 
estate would escheat to the Gov- 
ernment.” 

Counsel for persons claiming to 
be “next of kin” attacked the 
“mother’s clause” as against the 
public good. They said that the 
clause caused much unnecessary 
harm to mothers by reason of too 
frequent childbirth, that it encour- 
aged illegitimacy and that it caused 
a high rate of infant deaths and 
still-births. 

Proof Not Needed.

Presidential election returns gath- 
ered by the Post-Dispatch from 
the 20 largest cities in the coun- 
try show that President Roosevelt 
maintained better than a 2 to 1 
ratio over Gov. Landon in most 
cities, falling under that mark in 
only five instances and exceeding 
it in 10 cases. 

In New York, for example, the 
Democratic ratio was about 2 23 
to 1, President Roosevelt polling 
1,794,630 votes against 662,180 for 
Landon. Chicago rolled up a 2 to 
1 ratio for Roosevelt, who received 
1,090,817 votes as compared with 
539,532 cast for the Republican 
nominee. 


In Philadelphia, principal city of |, 


the normally Republican state of 
Pennsylvania, President Roosevelt 
maintained a ratio of 3 to 2. He 
won by a similar ratio in Minneap- 
olis. In New Orleans, solidly Dem- 
ocratic, he led by a ratio of 10 to 1. 

Los Angeles, too, returned better, 
than a 2 to 1 ratio for Roosevelt: 
He polled 745,385 votes, his Repub- 
lican opponent 352,075. 

Milwaukee returned a ratio of 4 
to 1 for Roosevelt while his lead 
in Newark was 2 2-3'to 1. In Seat- 
tle, he won by 19 to 1. His Kan- 
sas City ratio was 2.8 to 1 and that 
in St. Louis was about 2 to 1.

SINATIONS SIGN TREATY 


ON SUBMARINE WAR 


U. S. Among. Those. Agreeing 
Not to. Sink Ships Until 
Passengers’ Are Safe. ~

LONDON, Nov. 6.+Five nations 
signed a protocol today to’“human- 
ize” submarine warfare. 

The ceremony, at the Foreign Of- 
fice, was the first step in an at- 


tempt to secure world-wide adher- 
ence. 

Foreign Secretary Anthony Eden, 
Sir Samuel Hoare, First Lord of 
the Admiralty, and Ramsay Mac- 
Donald, Lord President of the 
Council, affixed their signatures for 
the United Kingdom, together with 
the High Commissioners of the 
Dominions. 

The United States, French, Ital- 
ian and Japanese Ambassadors also 
signed the protocol. which perpet- 
uates a part of the 1930 London 
naval treaty. 

Under the protocol, submarines in 
time of war are forbidden to sink 
a merchant ship until the crew, the 
passengers and the ship’s papers 
are afforded a safe haven. This does 
not mean lifeboats, unless land is 
near and the weather good. 

The protocol also outlaws the 
‘sunk without trace” practice which 
prevailed during the height of .the 
German submarine campaign in the 
World War.

PARIS, Nov. 6.—A virtual prom- 
ise to stamp out Leftist propagan- 
da in France's armed forces was 
extracted by the Senate today from 


the Government. 

Premier Leon Blum gave official 
approval to a_ resolution, later 
passed unanimously, which includ- 
ed two varying expressions: “Re- 
gret” that workers at naval arse- 
nals had participated in political 
demonstrations during inspection 
visits of Government officials. Con- 
fidence that Blum and his aids 
would see to it that future political 
manifestations would be prohibited 
at the naval bases. 

Passage of the motion came only 
after heated debate in which Right- 
ists charged the Premier with in- 
tention to influence the sympathies 
of the army and navy. 

Jacques Louis Dumesnil charged 
in the Senate that workers. at 
Brest and Cherborg greeted Fran- 
cois Blancho, Undersecretary of 
the Navy, who recently visited 
naval arsenals, with clenched fist 
salutes and the singing of the In- 
ternationale. 

“They are in prison while you 
sit in the Senate,” he shouted at 
the Government benches where 
Premier Blum and Biancho were 
sitting... His statement was greeted 
with cheers from the Rightists and 
catcalls from the Left section. 
|. ‘My Dumesnil said a naval officer, 
attached to Undersecretary Blan- 
cho’s inspection staff, also sang the 
Internationale and raised a 
clenched fist in the Leftist salute 
during the Brest demonstration. 

The Blancho visits, he charged, 
became political rallies while at 
Lorient, workers were given paid 
leave to attend a Socialist party 
demonstration which was attended 
by the Undersecretary.

'| First Battalion of Italians Being 


Sent to Develop Ethiopia 
Parades at Rome, 


By the Associated Press. 
ROME, Nov. 6.—Premier Benito 
Mussolini reviewed today the first 


battalion of an army of 150,000 sol- 


dier-workmen now being mobilized 
for the development and defense 
of the new Italian-Ethiopian em- 
pire. 

Standing on the steps of the 
Piazza Venezia, he saluted the first 


contingent of his new “workers 
army” as it marched past, the mem- 
bers dressed in khaki ahd carrying 
picks and shovels over their shoul- 
ders, with rifles slung at their 
backs. : 

The men were duly enrolled as 
Fascist militia, organized into mili- 
tary companies with military lead- 
ers. They will sow their fields with 
guns stacked near at hand. 

Fifteen ships will carry the col- 
onists south to transform Ethiopia 
into the “paradise of Africa.” 

Each man will receive a special 
uniform and outfit from the Gov- 
ernment, including a pup tent, 
kitchen utensils, pick, shovel, ham- 
mer and either a rifle or a shotgun. 

The soldier-colonists will be di- 
vided into centuries, cohorts and 
legions, after the manner of the 
ancient Romans and the modern 
Fascist militia. Attached to each 
of the five provincial governments 
of Ethiopia is the legion command, 

“The military formation of the 
workmen will bring security as well 
as every form of assistance, from 
sanitary to spiritual, a Fascist au- 
thority expiained. “Every legion 
has a medical officer and a chap- 
lain attached to it.” 

Nearly 90,000 workmen, left over 
from the war period, still remain 
in East.Africa. Some of these are 
returning to Italy, but many are 
remaining and will be enrolled in 
the soldier-worker forces, 

The contract of service for the 
working army is to be increased 
from the customary six months te 

year.

this instance. If Madrid surrenders, there is no as- 
surance that slaughter will be averted. Capture of the 
city seems probable, and this will make it possible 


‘for the rebels to consolidate their gains and rule 


the conquered sections of Spain, virtually all .the 
south and central parts. 

As Americans contemplate and sympathize in the 
tragedy of Spain, they should be deeply grateful for 
their own country’s tradition. Bécause force and 
not majority rule has prevailed in Spain for cen: | 
turies, the Republic, proclaimed in April, 1931, now 
faces its downfall. The revolt is the immediate sequel 
of the Spanish national election .last February, in 
which the Popular Front, composed of liberal pagties, 
won about 60 per cent of the seats in Parliament, 
while the conservatives took 30 per cent and the 
Communists and Syndicalists a mere handful. 

In this country, as we have just seen, the losers 
in the election felicitate the winners and pledge co- 
operation in conducting the Government, no matter 
how bitter may have been the feelings aroused in 
the campaign. Not soin Spain. The losers conspired 
to take over the Government by force. They began 
the use of bullets to capture what they could not 
gain by ballots in a fair and honest election, They 
have killed thousands of their countrymen and ray- 
aged the nation so that a generation or longer will 


| be required for recovery. 


Since its establishment, the Spanish Republic had 
dealt leniently with its known enemies. It had sought 
to carry out certain urgent reforms, but by a grad- 
ual process. Officers in Alfonso’s army were kept 
in service. Because of this democratic tolerance, the 
Republic’s enemies found it possible to plot their re- 
bellion unhindered, and to carry their attempted coup 
far toward success before Madrid could go into action 
against them. 

Important in the series of rebel victories has been 
the use of Moorish troops. All Spain: united, 450 
years ago, to drive the Moors out of the country; now 
the Fascists bring them back from Africa to murder 
and destroy. The Moors themselves are victims of 
rebel duplicity no less than the Spanish Govern- 
ment. These mercenary fighters were promised food 
and money if they went to Spain. Arrived:there, they 
found themselves in the forefront of the battle. Mus- 
solini was bitterly assailed for using Negro troops in 
his conquest of Ethiopia. What, then, can be said 
of Gen. Franco, who uses alien fighters, not against 
a foreign foe, but against his own people? 

Another aid to the rebels has been the outpour- 
ing of aid from the Fascist nations: Italy, Germany 
and Portugal. The democratic Powers had a right, 
under international law, to help the legal Government 
of Spain, but they bound themselves in the non-inter- 
vention agreement not to do so. The Fascist nations 
violated the treaty, and the superb military equip- 
ment with which the rebels have overrun more than 
half of Spain is proof of their aid, no matter how 
many times the committee whitewashes them. 

What will follow the probable fall of Madrid? Pres- 
ident Azana has already moved his offices to Barce- 
lona, in loyal territory, and it is likely that the Gov- 
ernment can continue to stand off the rebels there for 
months to come. Barcelona is an industrial city, 
larger than Madrid. Catalonia, of which it is the 
capital, is a rugged region, whose people are indom- 
itable fighters. It may be that a separate democratic 
government will be maintained in Catalonia. 

When Madrid is taken, recognition of the Fascists 
as the legal Government of Spain will be forthcom- 
ing at once from Italy, Germany and Portugal. For 
reasons of diplomatic policy, France and England may 
be expected soon after to follow suit. It will be an- 
other conquest for Fascism, and another defeat for 
democracy. The Fascist bloc of European nations 
will have won an important convert, important for 
strategic purposes if not actual military strength. 

The issue cannot be obscured by the charge that 
the present Spanish Government is Communistic. 
When the revolt began, there was not a Communist 
in the Cabinet, and only 16 Communists in the Par- 
liament of 473 members, The Government was essen- 
tially a liberal and democratic one, which has now 
been forced to include radical members by the pres- 
sure of the reactionaries’ military onslaught. 

The issue in Spain is Fascism against democracy. 
Spain’s tragedy is not the slaughter and ruin of civil 
war alone, but the fact that the forces of oppression 
are triumphing over those of liberty. And that is a 
tragedy for the world as well,

’ DOWNFALL OF THE UNION PARTY. 
One piece of campaign fireworks that promised 
plenty of noise but fizzled out like a wet firecracker 
is the Lemke “third party” movement sponsored by 
the Coughlin-Townsend-Smith triumvirate. These 
three peddiers of varied panaceas made large claims 
for their movement, so large, in fact, that they were 
discounted as preposterous. Dr. Townsend claimed 
control of 15,000,000 votes, Father Coughlin of 9,000,- 
000 more, Smith of 5,000,000; grand total, 29,000,000, or 
probably more than President Roosevelt, with his na- 
tion-wide sweep, will have on the final count. Lemke 
predicted variously that he would win the election, 
that he would carry 13 states, that he would get so 
many votes that no candidate would have a majority. 
These wild claims were ridiculed, but even so, many 
campaign leaders at one time were wotried about 
the Union party. They feared its strength would be 
sufficient in some states to control the outcome and 
thereby, in a close race, to affect the national result. 
What happened? Instead of the boasted millions, 
or even the 2,000,000 to 3,000,000 shown by the straw 
polls, the Lemkeites, by virtually complete returns, 
got 648,027 votes’ in the nation. They carried no 
state; they did not even decide the result in any 
state. In Rhode Island, where Father Coughlin pre- 
dicted Lemke would get more votes than Landon, the | 
complete figures are: Lemke, 18,201; Landon, 124,816; 
Roosevelt, 166,667. « 
What caused the collapse of the movement? For 
one thing, the. effort to unite four different groups 
on one makeshift platform. For another, the wild 
statements made by the party’s leaders. A third rea- 
son is the disgraceful brawling in which these lead- 
ers indulged among themselves and the vilifications 
they hurled at other candidates. Most important of 
all, however, is the good sense of the people.

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ST. LOUIS ART ON VIEW. 

Theré are two .exhibitions of the work of local 
artists this month in St. Louis. One is at the City 
Art Museum in Forest Park. The other is at 1114 
Locust, street, Artists whose work is in the down- 
town exhibition declined to submit subjects for the 
City Art Museum show because the museum refused 
their request for payment of a small rental fee of 
not less than $1 or more than $10 for each entry. 

Without passing judgment finally, or in any way 
rating the artistic merits of the two shows, it can 
be said that there is much in the position of the pro- 
testing artists to recommend it for a thoughtful hear- 
ing. Museum employes who hang the pictures and 
stand on guard are paid for their services. It would 
seem only reasonable that the artists, whose work 
the public goes to he museum to see, ought to be paid 
enough to pay them for crating their entries. 

Vincent Van Gogh lived in poverty and died in 
destitution, unable to keep body and soul together 
by means of his art. Today his paintings sell for 
thousands of dollars each. Something is wrong with 
society’s appreciation of art when injustices of 
that sort can prevail. Manifestly, a large share of 
the responsibility:for enabling artists to live by 
means of their work must rest on the example of 
art museums. i 

That the museums are beginning to recognize this 
is evidenced by the fact that those in Baltimore, San 
Francisco and Rochester, to mention only three, have 
arranged to pay rent for exhibitions. . '

And back 
of all the demagoguery in the Dem- 
ocratic campaign, is this urge—to 
greater equalization of opportunity 
and.a more ~eal justice. And it is 
this spirit which has been regis- 
tered in the vote for Mr. Roose- 
velt. 

Whatever the American way of 
life is or is not, it is not to stand 
still. The great quality of Amer- 
ican life is the quality of energy, 
of vitality. The passion to discover, 
and the passion to build, are great 
American passions, and the passion 
to build society itself is part of 
the national genius. 


Once before in these columns, 
commenting upon France, I spoke 
of the amazing resilience of democ- 
racy. Its résilience lies in the fact 
that, in governments determined by 
the majority, the margin of possible 
deviation from a general line is 
small indeed, Conservative govern- 
ments succeed liberal governments, 
or radical governments succeed 
conservative, but the power and 
real prestige of either rests on the 
extent to which one can catch up 
into itself and harmonize with its 
own policy the reservations of the 
opposition, 


A Labor government in England 
started the wave for greater social 
security, for the abolition of slums, 
and a conservative government 
carried the policies further. It car- 
ried them, indeed, so far that it re- 
built England, and rehoused the 
nation; and the result is that on 
Monday the British county elections 
turned in an overwhelmingly con- 
servative majority. For men and 
women who have security in their 
jobs and in their old age, who fear 
no humiliation of public charity if 
they are unemployed, who live in 
decent houses, and have gardens, 
become conservative, having some- 
thing to conserve.

The Blizzard of ’36 
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VOUNIST HEIFETZ 
N LONE: REHEARSAL 


Keeps Orchestra Busy. Two 
Hours and a Half, Making 
Many Suggestions. 


Jascha Heifetz, violinist, rehears- 
ing yesterday with the St. Louis 
Symphony Orchestra for his appear- 
ance. as soloist in its concerts this 
afternoon and tomorrow night, 
turned the usually brief and per- 
functory rehearsal of a guest artist 
into an exacting practice session 
lasting two and a half hours, 

The composition which he _ will 
play with the orchestra is the D 
major concerto by Brahms, a work 
which requires about 40 minutes for 
performance, Ordinarily visiting 
soloists are content to play through 
their special number once, with per- 
haps an occasional suggestion to 
the conductor. Heifetz had many 
suggestions to make, most of them 
on matters of accent in the orches- 
tra’s playing. 


Suggests Changes... 

The 35-year-old violinist, who made 
his concert debut when he was 7 
years old .and his first American 
appearance at 16, performed the 
Brahms concerto with the St. Louis 
orchestra four years ago. His in- 
sistence on detail] in yesterday’s .re- 
hearsal suggested that -he has 
changed his interpretation of the 
number since then. 

Heifetz appeared for the rehearsal 
wearing a dark blue suit, blue shirt 
and tie and brown shoes. He is of 
middle size, but while rather stocky 
in build, his face is ascetic. His 
manner is formal and during the 
practice he stood with his back to 
the orchestra facing the seats of 
the Municipal Auditorium Opera 
House as he will at the concerts. 

During the playing, when he 
wanted to suggest a change, he 
spoke in a low voice to Conductor 
Viadimir Golschmann, standing on 
the podium beside him. Golschmann 
would signal to stop the music, con- 
sult his score, and give an order to 
the players, illustrating the accent 
and volume with a chanting song. 

The conductor frequently stopped 
the playing to explain his owm in- 
terpretation of difficult passages. 
When the end of the number was 
reached at last he called for the 
playing of sections at random from 
the composition, 

Heifetz rarely altered his expres- 
sion of calm detachment, Once or 
twice he smiled when the playing 
of a passage pleased. him particu- 
larly. His attention to the rhythm 
of the music was visible in move- 
ments of his shoulders and in the 
tapping of his foot. 

“Musicians Change.” | 

When the practice was over Hei- 
fetz told reporters that critics and 
music lovers were usually several 
years behind in their understand- 
ing of a musician's development. 
“We change, like any other serious 
person, as we grow older and en- 
counter discouragement and disap- 
pointment or joy and peace,” he 
said.

“More Students, More Teachers, 
More Buildings to Attract 
More Students.”

ALBANY, N. X. Nov. 6. — The 
system demanding higher educa- 


tion for all was opposed in an ad- 
dress yesterday by Dr. Edward 
Charles Elliott, president of Purdue 
University, to registrars and ad- 
mission officers of New York State 
colleges. 

While he said that “higher edu- 
cation for the masses” was “inevit- 
able in any plan for a_ free peo- 
ple,” Dr. Elliott added that it led 
to a “vicious circle of more stu- 
dents used as a plea for more 
money to hire more teachers to oc- 
cupy more buildings to provide 
more service and to attract more 
students.” | 

“In the next generation,” he con- 
tinued, “that nation or group which 
in this generation succeeds in di- 
recting the largest share of indi- 
viduals of training and ability, will 
control our destiny.” 

Dr. Elliott declared that “every 
June after I’ve awarded the degrees 
to our graduates, I wonder ‘How 
many absolute misfits are in that 
group?’” : 

“One student once told me he did 
not want to be a success. I was 
astounded. He said he wanted to 
be comfortable. Maybe that should 
be the measuring stick colleges 
should use. Success kills so many 
and its pursuit kills so many oth- 
ers.”

MRS, ADELE L. TATUM 
DIES IN WEST AT 90 


Former St. Louisan Figured in 
Contest Over Will of Sister, 
Mrs. Bordley. 


Mrs. Adele L. Tatum, a native of 
St. Louls, who was a plaintiff in 
a suit here to break the will of her 
sister, Mrs. Blanche Bordley, died 
of infirmities Tuesday night at her 
home in Los Angeles.

An attorney representing Mrs, 
Tatum said no money had been 
paid in settlement. Under the will 
she received the income from $20,- 
000, whereas had the will been final- 
ly broken she would have received 
two-fifths of the estate. 

In the trial testimony was given 
concerning eccentricities of Mrs. 
Bordley, including statements that 
she was under the delusion she was 
Mary, Queen of Scots. Other tes- 
timony was that Mra. Tatum did 
not think her sister Was insane as 
the suit alleged and did not want 
the trial to go on. Two of her sons 
testified that the litigation was 
“gnawing at the heart” of their 
mother. .

His parole, however, forbade 
marriage for two and one-half 
years, and thus checked his ro- 
mance with Dora Millicent Miles, 
23,.who. came East to tell officials 
of Gilbert’s rehabilitation in Los 
Angeles. 

Gilbert, divorced last July by 
Mrs. Helen M. Gilbert, mother of 
his four children, must comply 
with a State law which forbids a 
divorced husband from remarrying 
within that period after a “condi- 
tional divorce.” 

Gilbert escaped from Norfolk 
prison colony Sept. 3, 1930, while 
serving a four to eight-year sen- 
tence for robbery of a bank messen- 
ger in 1925 and while awaiting com- 
pletion of that term in 1933 to begin 
serving another sentence of six to 
eight years for a 1929 kidnaping in 
Weymouth.

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FISH ASKS CRITICS TO GIVE 
ROOSEVELT A BREATHING SPELL 


Thinks President 
Should Use Authority te Put 
Jobless. to Work. 
By the Associated. Press. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 6.—Represen- 
tative Hamilton Fish Jr. (Rep.), re- 
elected in President Roosevelt's 
home congressional district, issued 
a statement last night urging the 
President's opponents to give him a 
“breathing spell from partisan prop- 
aganda and political hatreds.” 

“The ill-advised political attack 
on the Federal Social Security Act 


for partisan purposes was an un- 
fortunate blunder in a campaign 
noted for a lack of intelligent lead- 
ership,” Fish said. 

“Most of the Republican mem- 
bers of Congress voted for the bill 
and are in favor of its general prin- 
ciples, but if any modification or

Members Get 10 Cents a 
Day for Guarding Pub- 
lic Buildings and Political 
Headquarters.

Government has named local com- 
manders for a new industrial mili- 
tia to take the place of the dis- 
banded privately owned armies. 


At the same time the 1937 Ludget 
submitted,to the Diet asked for an 
appropriation of 210,000,000 schill- 
ings ($39,060,000) for national de- 
fense—approximiately 60 per cent 
more than was voted for the same 
purpose during the current year. 
The industrial militia was de- 
signed to include most workers in 
order to insure peaceful operation’ 
of Austria’s factories. 


Plans Force of 100,000. 


Members of the new army, 

planned to contain 100,000 military- 
trained civilians, will wear gray- 
green uniforms and jaunty little 
caps with feathers peeping through 
the band. 
' They will carry rifles and side- 
arms and guard mumerous semi- 
public buildings and political head- 
quarters. 

The new force was conceived by 
Chancellor Kurt von Schuschnigg 
as a federally controlled army of 
volunteers to replace and, to some 
extent, to absorb the old private 
armies. 


It was no longer necessary, the 
Chancellor said, for the Fascists to 
have their Heimwehr, for the Cath- 
olic party to support their storm 
troops, or for the Christian labor 
unions to mobilize their freiheits 
bund every time some political 
emergency arose. 

Former Vice-Chancellor Eduard 
Baar-Baarenfels, removed from his 
Cabinet post last Tuesday, was 
named commander. It was thought 
that his prestige as a former Heim- 
wehrman would attract other ad- 


herents of the disbanded private 
army. 
Far Short of Full Strength. 


Chancellory spokesmen said the 
full strength of the industrial mili- 
tia was far short of being _re- 
cruited, 


They estimated that in Vienna 
41500 militiamen were on active duty, 
Other thousands, many as yet with- 
out uniforms or arms, are called 
from their homes several times a 
week for military instruction and 
eccasional maneuvers. 

The pay of industrial militiamen 


‘jon active duty is 10 cents a day. 


They receive free meals and live in 
barracks. 

The number of military barracks 
in Austria is growing rapidly along 
the western front which is the 
narrow Austrian panhandle bound- 
ed by Germany on the north, Italy 
on the south, and Switzerland in 
the west. 

Railways and highways are being 
extended and plans are in progress 
for reopening the airplane factory 
at Wiener-Neustadt near Vienna. 
Old buildings are being 
formed into barracks or new garri- 
sons are under contruction in Hell- 
brynn, St. Johann, Gmunden, Blu- 
denz, and Freidstadt, in addition to 
previously-announced undertakings 
at Kufstein, Schwaz, Woerglie, Lan- 
deck, and Reutte.

HY be afraid? What are we 
afraid of? Never were human 
beings so tormented by fear. 
Rich and poor, learned and un- 
learned alike seem to be in the grip 
of fears too many to count or name. 
A famous editor listed five major 
fears of our generation, but he 
might have made it five thousand. 
Our fears are of many kinds—fear 
of ourselves, of others, of the pres- 
ent and the future, of poverty, sick- 
ness. death and strangest of all, 
fear of life itself. 


Why should it be so? Is it the 
shuddering sense of insecurity that 
we feel? But that is not new— 
thé world has never been a place 
of security. Life has always been 
a risk, a peril, an adventure. 

Is it because our faith has grown 
weak and dim. Perhaps so, because 
when faith fades out of the heart, 
fear creeps in—a vile and slimy 
thing. It makes us creepers, cring- 
ers, cowards,

know what to do with the surplus.

The Four-Five 
No Trump Slam 


Bid Convention | 


It Is Forcing, and Used Only 
When 5-Odd Contract Is 
Certain. . 


By Ely Culbertson 


HEN the primary require- 
ments for a slam attempt are 
held (a powerful trump suit 
and at least six and one-half honor 
tricks, with an available side suit 
which may be established) a player 
may determine how many aces he 
and his partner 
hold, as well as 
how strong their 
long suits are, by 
the use of the 
four-five no trump 
convention. 

A bid of four 
no trump, after a 
game has been. 
reached, or after 
there has been a 
strength showing 
bid by either part- 
ner- is wuncondi, 
tionally forcing. 

You may bid four 
no trump when 
you hold: 

1. Three aces or 

2. Two aces and the king of any 
suit previously bid by you or your 
partner. 

Since this is a forcing bid it must 
not be used except when it is al- 
most certain that a contract of five 
odd may be made,

Waldy von Zedtwitz asked me re- 
cently when we were reminiscing 
over the first Anglo-American 
match, “on which both the English 
and our team climbed briskly up to 
five hearts and then hung there?

To infection,. the teeth are ob- 
viously and notoriously exposed. 
They are tly in contact 
with germs, and any breakdown in 
the external defenses may allow 
these to enter and form a focus of 
infection which, on being absorbed, 
can possibly affect nearly dny 
structure in the body, particularly 
the joints, muscles, heart, eyes or 
kidneys. 

These infections in the teeth may 
take several forms. Whether pyor- 
rhea results in any systemic in- 
fection or not deponds on circum- 
stances. Pyorrheal begins with 
atrophic changes in the tissues 
around the teeth, and may be ac- 
companied simply by increased 
movability of the teeth without any 
actual infection. When a rea] pyor- 
rhea pocket occurs with the forma- 
tion of pus around the tooth, the 
tissues, being abundantly supplied 
with lymphatic capillary blood ves- 
sels, offer plenty of opportunity for 
bacteria to invade the general sys- 
tem. 

* * 


NFECTION of the tip of a tooth, 

which can be seen readily with 

the X-ray, is a potential source of 
danger. It is true that individuals 
frequently carry a great many of 
these infections without apparent 
harm, and what to do about them 
depends very much on the judg- 
ment of the dentist and the doctor. 
Careless promises for the relief of 
systemic disease by the extraction 
of teeth are often given. At the 
same time, the importance of den- 
tal focal infection in the causation 
of systemic disease is very real. 


The study of the relation between 
these focal infections and systemic 
disease was begun under the direc- 
tion of the late Dr. Frank Billings 
of Chicago. Full proof of the fact 
that a special germ harbored in a 
closed space in a tooth may have 
an affinity for a joint surface, while 
another kind of a germ may have 
an affinity for the heart muscle or 
eye, has frequently been demon- 
strated, : 


People are frequently disap- 
pointed when they are advised 
that pain in a joint or rheumatism 
in one particular part of the body 
is caused by focal infection in a 
tooth, and after removal of the 
tooth the arthritis does not cease. 
The reason for this is that although 
the tooth might have been the 
original cause of the infection, the 
infection in the joint still remains 
after the tooth is pulled. It would 
be desirable if in all cases the fo- 
cal infection could be removed be- 


fore the joint infection occurs, ad
